Lester  is  a  dedicated  professor  who  "would  like  to  help 
individual  instructors  continue  to  develop  their  own  ideas 
and  creativity"  as  well  as  seeing  them  "relate  that  creativity 
in  their  classes;  one  cannot  be  an  effective  teacher  unless  he  or  she  is  creative." 

Family  life  is  very  important  to  him  as  well.  His  wife,  Tennie,  works  at  Delta  State  in 
the  BPAC.  He  has  one  daughter,  Marguerite  McLeod,  who  is  an  art  major  at  Mississippi 
State. 

Community  involvement  is  very  important  to  Lester.  He  is  involved  in  his  local  church, 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church,  where  he  is  a  Deacon.  He  served  as  the  Crosstie  Festival 
Chairman  for  eight  years.  He  currently  serves  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Dockery  Farms 
foundation,  which  recently  was  placed  on  the  National  Historic  Registry. 

A  few  of  his  many  passions  includes  horseback  riding,  turkey  and  duck  hunting,  and 
spending  time  with  his  family.

Valdosta  on  defense/ 


For  the  first  time  in  his  storybook  career,  Scott  Eyster  managed 
to  lead  the  Statesmen  to  a  win  over  the  Valdosta  State  Blazers. 

On  Thursday,  Oct.  12,  television  crews  rolled  onto  the 
campus  of  Delta  State  for  the  Gulf  South  Conference  game  of 
the  week  which  featured  the  Statesmen  dousing  the  Blazers  35- 
28. 

Eyster  had  one  of  his  best  games  of  the  season  throwing 
for  334  yards  and  three  touchdowns  with  no  interceptions. 

Eyster's  first  touchdown  came  just  over  four  minutes  into 
the  game  as  he  found  Eric  Marshall  from  34  yards  out.  Marshall 
finished  with  four  catches  and  126  yards  to  go  with  the  touch- 
down. Jeremy  Ricks  caught  four  passes  for  33  yards  and  a  score. 
Robert  Davis  and  Robert  Moore  added  86  and  85  yards,  respec- 
tively. 

The  Statesmen  rushing  game  also  had  one  of  their  better 
nights  as  Ken  Cox  carried  seven  times  for  39  yards  and  a  touch- 
down, and  Steven  Davis  added  1 9  yards  and  a  score.

The  Statesmen  defense  also  came  up  big  in  the  win,  hold- 
ing the  high-powered  offense  to  just  384  yards  total  offense,  over 
30  yards  less  than  their  season  average.  The  defense  also  stopped 
the  Blazer  rushing  attack  which  only  gained  67  yards,  over  50  less 
than  the  season  average. 

What  might  go  down  as  the  biggest  defensive  play  of 
the  season  came  with  2:17  left  in  the  fourth  quarter  when  Myles 
Mason  intercepted  Valdosta  quarterback  Willie  Copeland's  pass  to 
seal  the  victory  for  the  Statesmen. 

The  win  was  also  the  first  for  head  coach  Rick  Rhoades 
over  Valdosta  State  and  marked  the  first  time  the  Statesmen  have 
beaten  their  bitter  rivals  since  that  magical  season  in  2000,  the 
Statesmen's  first  ever  National  Championship.

"The  Exonerated"  is  based  on  the  experi- 
ence of  six  wrongfully  convicted  persons 
who  served  time  on  death  row.  Jessica  Blank 
and  Erik  Jensen,  the  playwrights,  set  out  in 
2000,  on  a  cross-country  trip  to  interview 
the  exonerated  men  and  women  who  had 
been  sentenced  to  die  for  crimes  they  didn't 
commit.  Material  used  to  create  monologues 
in  this  play  comes  from  actual  affidavits, 
depositions,  police  interrogations,  and  court 
room  testimony.  Even  though  their  research 
reveals  a  darker  side  of  the  justice  system, 
the  resilience  of  the  human  spirit  is  evident 
in  the  lives  of  the  exonerated.

Coach  Rhoades  says  goodbye 

The  Statesmen  football  program  said  goodbye  at  the  end  of  the  season 
to  head  coach  Rick  Rhoades,  quarterback  Scott  Eyster  and  several 
other  seniors,  but  not  before  they  said  hello  to  the  post  season  for  the 
first  time  since  their  national  title  campaign  in  2000. 

The  gridiron  warriors  in  green  and  white  finished  third  in  the 
final  poll  and  posted  a  12-3  record  which  included  a  national  semi-final 
appearance  against,  eventual  national  champions,  Grand  Valley  State. 
In  order  to  get  to  Allendale,  Mich,  the  Statesmen  beat  three  of 
the  top  four  teams  in  the  region,  including  a  27-10  rematch  victory  over 
conference  foe,  North  Alabama  in  Florence,  Ala. 

Eyster  finished  his  career  as  the  all-time  leading  passer  in  yards 
with  13,889  and  total  offense  14,342.  The  Hammond,  La.  native  threw  116 
touchdowns,  including  his  last  pass  as  a  college  athlete,  to  tie  Chris  Hatcher. 
Valdosta  State,  for  first  in  the  conference. 

Eyster  and  standout  linebacker  Michael  Eubanks  were  tagged  as  All- 
Americans,  while  junior  center  Travis  Mikel-Allen  was  named  honorable 
mention.  Eubanks  finished  with  75  tackles  including  24  for  loss  and  a  team 
high  10.5  sacks  while  leading  a  defense  which  held  opponents  to  just  13.4 
points  per  game. 

The  Statesmen  also  had  1 3  players  selected  to  Don  Hansen's 
Football  Gazette  All-Southeast  Region  team.  Earning  first  team,  defensive 
selections  are  Eubanks,  junior  defensive  lineman  Chris  Eccles,  freshman 
linebacker  Lardester  Hicks,  junior  safety  Jamarcus  Wiggins  and  sophomore 
cornerback  Monterio  James. 

Offensive  first  team  selections  are  Eyster,  senior  wide  receiver  Robert 
Davis,  junior  wide  receiver  Jeremy  Ricks  and  offensive  tackle 
Dustin  Barrick. 
Defensive  coordinator  Ron  Roberts  will  lead  the  Statesmen 
next  season,  putting  on  the  head  coaching  hat  for  the  first 
time  in  his  career.  Roberts  turned  the  Statesmen  defense 
from  one  of  the  worst  into  one  of  the  best  in  the  country.
